One result is thai groups 
seeking their own interests rather than those of the country

unwarranted 
• So far as this has been done, it is a course that should be 
discontinued forthwith/ Thiscounlry cannot afford to enter- 
tain fear-of groups of any name or nature or lo admit the 
presence of such a fear. The government was instituted and 
is supposed to be conducted in the interests of all the people, 
and wlien.il yields to (he unjust demands of any class of cili^ 
zens it jeopardizes the welfare of the great majority, which it 
is in duty bound to uphold and maintain. 


Politics, in the cheapest sense. of (he lerm, is responsible for 


tlie compromising and "pussyfooting" of which the Vermont 
congressman complains and of which the sane portion of the 
piiblic is thoroughly tired. 
' 


It is time to sidctr.lck demagogy and the demagogues of ali 


parties, for no ''parly lias a monopoly of these hindrances to 
straightforward legislation. Groups of all kinds and calibers 
should be taught-tliat their interests are not to be placed above 
those of (he. people,' andi in 'no 'case should their clamors be 
silenced by wjial is liltl.e.betler.llian bribery. Yielding wholly 
or in part, to unreasonable demands is sometimes the easiest 
way out of an embarrassing position for the time being; bul 
the pliigue is Sure to return, and in the long run compromising 
and "pussyfooting" prove a losing game.
